While ‘t is not necessary that the Pope enioy this status for him 
to be Pope, nevertheless, as the head of a spiritual international 
body, he should be in a position to treat with the Catholics of all 
nations impartially. There would be many difficulties in his’ way, 
if he were subject to the King of Italy. The enemies of the Church 
have frequently protested against “an Italian Pope”; yet, strange 
to say, by making the Pope subject to the government of Italy (as 
they wish to do), they would make it utterly impossible to have 
other than an Italian Pope. It is very plain that these enemies will 
never’ be pleased with anything Catholic, and that their purpose 
is to sweep the whole of Catholicity away rather than to remedy 
particular features of it. ) 

If the sovereign Pontiff (Prop.34) is not “a free pontiff acting 
in the universal Church”, he does not rule the Church of Christ 
at all. This doctrine is as ancient as the gospel of Christ. Christ 
Himself made Peter and his successors the shepherds of a Body, 
which should include men of all nations, kindreds, tribes and ton- 
gues.

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EVOLUTION. 

The widely-heralded trial of Scopes in Tennessee has 
not at all clarified the atmosphere with reference to the 
fact of evolution and its real import. 

Many people have entertained the notion that the debate 
was to determine whether or not the Bible account of the 
creation of man is correct. Nothing was to be determined 
other than whether the State of Tennessee had the right to 
prevent the teaching of the theory of evolutién in the public 
schools. 3 

The con concerning the manner in which persons 
and things camé to exist will go on. Those who hold the 
Protestant theory of private interpretation of Holy Scrip- 
ture will, if they choose, decline to accept the literal interpre- 
tation of Genesis; on the other hand, the thousands who are 
after facts rather than theories wil! not be satisfied with the 
unproved claims of evolutionists. We are speaking of the 
claim at evolution has chanced the species, and that the 

_juman body was evolved from a lower animal. No student 
disputes the fact there is improvement within the same 
species. 

The argument which has won most people to accept evo- 
lution as a fact is the similarity of bodily structure between 
the animal and man. This proves absolutely nothing. Even 
those who believe in the direct creation of the first human 
pair, and of the first animal pair in any species, see pro- 
priety in similarity of bodily structure. Man is partly 
animal; in fact, philosophy defines man as a rational animal. 
The anima! part of him has al! the tendencies of the irra- 
tional. The same senses are common, even though they are 
more keen in the lower animals. 

The Catholic Church has never given an authoritative 
decision on the mater of evolution, but of one thing all Cath- 
olics may rest assured, and that is that the human soul, 
which, after all, is the only thing that differentiates man 
from any animal, is, in every instance, the direct creation of 
God. It is axiomatic in philosophy that no one and no thing 
can give what he or it has not. Matter can never generate 
spirit; yet the very operations of the soul, of the mind, show 
it to be spiritual. The nature of a cause can be determined 
by its operations or effects. Thought is spiritual. You can- 
not see thoughts, nor hear them, nor take hold of them, nor 
box them. They are not subject to any of the senses. There- 
fore, they are not material, and could not emanate from a 
material cause. 

Would-be scholars, who cannot arrive at definite convictions 
in religion, are always quite ready to accept dogmas heralded 
by science. Yet what a large preportion of the Scientific 
dogmas enunciated one hundred, or fifty, or even twenty 
years ago, has proved to be error! Brisbane, a few days 
ago, accepted, without any question, the statement of..a 
scientist to the effect that Indiana is four hundred and thir- 
ty million years old. The scientist may be right, but how 
quickly his verdict is accepted with a “credo.” The world’s 
noted scientists today would disagree with one another con- 
cerning what is the truth of the matter concerning which 
there is disagreement. Even on the subject of the age of 
the world scientists have opinions which extend all the way 
from ten thousand years to five billion years. 

It is very difficult for anyone who believes in revelation 
to explain away the Genesis account of the production of the 
first human body. Even if we granted that the body of 
Adam was produced by evolution from some slightly inferior 
form, how about the production cf the body of Eve, which 
the Bible declares God fashioned from a rib of Adam? 

Though there are few Catholics who believe that 
the teaching pf the theory of evolution should be interdicted 
by law, yet all Christians should concur in the demand 
that the theory, as far as it relates to the production of man, 
should be proved before being taught as a fact. It has never 
been proved; it will never be ‘proved because there is not 
only one, but there are one thousand missing links. 

One may be regarded as just a little more learned when 
he defends what is supposed to be scientific, but he is just a 
little safer in following Revelation while the scientifie 
theory is being debated by the best scientists. Then, it 
is so much more beautiful and ennobling to feel that our
